EUKOPK. 
London, Oct. 21. — Nolliing more is 
heard of the mission of the Czarowitch 
to tho Courts of "Vienna, Berlin. and 
London. 

The "Pall Mall Gazette" says: The 
Russian Imperial Court will return to 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 17th. Tho same 
journal in a leailiiig artielo says, we have 
reason to believe that Uusaia has no lon- 
ger any illusions about tho way hor teu- 
ilencies aro viewed hero or that tho first 
(-tej} which threatens our interests ia the 
Ivist will be answered by another for their 
jjrotoction. 

Pksth, Oct. 21. — A Hniigarian minister 
of war has inforuiod the linanco commit- 
tee that ill case of need 217,OU0 armed 
militia coultl be completely equipped and 
moliilized wdthiii eiglit duys. 

London, Oct. "24. — The special corres- 
pondent of the 'Rmes with the Tnrksh 
army in Servia ropirts the Turks took 
Dj nnis on ^ifonday, after a determined 
ligiit uhich hist„'il ten hours. More than 
lialf the enlrenclimeiits on tho bauk of tho 
river Djiuiis also fell into their hands. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Times reports 
that tho ironclad Poter tho Great was re- 
called at the moment it was leaving 
( -ronstadt for the Meditorraneftn. It is 
believed even now Russia prefers to 
olToct tho aomi-iiidepsii ieuiai of Bulgaria 
by negotiations rather than by declaring 
war, and ttiat at all events sho will defer 
war until winter. 

A \'ienna oorrospondunt of llui D'dh/

— The Financier sa\ s 
it is uiiderstooil ui view of the ]iossibility 
of fil 1 1 her sri ioiis coiiiplieal ions iu the 
East that tho Peninsula and Oriental Co's 
steamship Catbny will embark a largo 
number of troops at this port for Malta on 
the 28th inst. 

A 'JHmes' dispatch from "Vienna oon- 
lirras the statement that tho Porto had in- 
formed (ion. IgiiatietV of its readiness to 
consent lo a six weeks armistice if all tho 
powers wished it. Tho correspondent 
adds there would havo buen no dillicnlty 
in fulfilling lliis condition, but it turns 
out the Poi to still insists on a stipulatiou 
that tho Powers pledge tliemselvea to pro- 
long tho armistice if poaco is not made 
within Iho maLrinal jicriod. 

In spile of lgnatiefl".i conciliatory atti- 
tude liltlo hope is eiitortaincd that Rus- 
,sia will accept this condition.. It may, 
however, be expia ted tiiat the Porto has 
not said its lust word. 

BiiniiUA iin, Cci . 2i). — A correspondoir, 
of the 'lollies telegraphs as follows: There 
has not bi en siiii'e I ho beginning of tho 
war such a depression as is now existing, 
not only iu Belgrade but throughout Ser- 
via. All ranks of people would now glad- 
ly welcome peace. It tow appears that 
Iho Servians, with a view of intiniidating 
the 'I'urks, have exairgerated the number 
of Iviissian volnuleers, iiol nioro than 1(1,- 
000 having really arrived in tho oonnlry. 
Tho ajiathy show n by Survia concerning 
the progress of tho war is something that, 
under the oiroumatances, could sflaroely 
bo found ill liny country of tho world. 
Allhoiigh ri;poits of tho ciqitnreof Djunis 
have been luirreiit twenty four hours, not 
a Hiri;.de Servian manifcsls (he least oiiri- 
odly about it. Yot a feeling of coming 
dmaster is general. If Ujuniii really is 
^ taken, Russia might well ay«il hersolf of 



her present inlluenco to bring about an 
immediate peaco, aud from what I hoar I 
shall not be surprised if she makes tho 
attempt. Servia must, to all appearance, 
soon succumb. All oorrespoudonts agree 
as to tho collapse of tho spirit of the Ser- 
vian population. Thoy also confirm the 
news that a battle was progi ossiug before 
DeUgrade. 

A Vienna corres])ondnnt of tho Daihj 
News reports that Gen. Ignatiofif expreaa- 
od doubts wbethpr tho conditions propos- 
ed by tho Porte ini connection with a short 
armistice would meet tho aiiproval of tho 
Russian Govoriimont. Dii)lomatista aro 
actively ondcivoring to induce tho Porto 
to reconsider its reply and accept tho ar- 
mistice uuconditionally. A compromise 
is not despaired of, as it is believed that 
Russia is unwilling to push things to ex- 
troraes at tho present moment. 

Tho Belgrade corroapondont of tho 
Times states that in tho country between 
Parthron and Ueligrad6,and in tho moun- 
tains near Saitsohar there are 110,000 wo- 
men and children almost naked and liter- 
ally starving. 

London, Oct. 26. — It is believed an un- 
derstanding will be reached ou the ques- 
tion of armistice. Oon. Ignatiefl', tho 
Russian ambassador, will havo another 
private audience with Die Sultan on Sa- 
turday. 

Advices from Tiflis say tho Turkish 
consul general and his wife, whoso assass- 
ination was announced yesterday, were 
murdered by robbers. Russia is making 
every ell'ort to discover the murderers. 

Fighting continues around Alexinatz 
and Deligrado. 

Tho Montenegrins have out ofTMukhlar 
Pasha's commuuioation with Trebinjo ami 
invested Nicsic. 

The Marquis of Hartington, leader of 
the liberals, has returned to London from 
Turkey. Yesterdny ho spoke i.t a private 
meeting of liberals and advocated imme- 
diato convocation of Parliament. Tho 
Marquis indicated his intention to oppose 
tho policy of tho governmout aud support 
modified autonomy in the Christian pro- 
vinces of Turkey. 

Constantinople, Get. 26,— The Phare 
Du Bosphore newspaper publishes tho 
text of a speeoh delivered by Gen. Igna- 
tioff, Russian aiubossjidor, on prosoutiug 
his credentials to the Sultan. Gon. Igna- 
tiefl' said the Czar understood tlio difficul- 
ties of tho situation, and although ho did 
not dissimulate his sympathyforTurkey's 
Sclavonic subjects, ho trusted tho exist- 
ing difBoiiltioa would bo removed so tho 
Sultan might improve the condition of 
his subjects. The Sultan replied in a 
similar conciliatory strain. He hoped the 
Czar would contribute towards facilitat- 
ing reforms. 

The correspondent of the North Qcnnan 
OazKlle from St. Petersburg denies tho 
more alarming reports, such as thoso of 
tho concentration of largo forces on tho 
Turkish frontier and tho calling out of the 
reserves. Tho writer says the army is not 
yot ou a war footing, only proiimiuary 
measures being taken, so that in case of 
need a considerable army coidd be in 
readiness without delay. 

Madrid, Oct. 20.— Eigliteon Goiierals 
and ton other parsons connected witli jjol- 
itios, have been arrested as accomplices iu 
tho recent conspiracy. A royal order has 
beeu published fully approving the action 
of tho sub prefect of Porte Mahon toward 
Protestants. 

A special to the rimes from Barcelona 
says the Republican conspiracy apjjoars 
to have boon more important than was at 
lirat supposed . Forty persons havo been 
arrested, including two ex-ministers. 

London, Oct. 20.— Tho Siandard reports 
that Spain has decided to take steps to- 
ward placing her navy on a mora efficient 
footing. AU available ironclads will bo 
immediately formed into a squadron, the 
lirst duty of which will be to act as a coast 
guard. 



WEST INDIES. 

Havana, Oct. 24.— The English mail 
steamer arrived from St. Thomas, aud 
brings Santo Domingo dates to the 9th. 
A pronounoiamentos took place in the capi- 
tal on the 5th inst., in favor of ex-Presi- 
dent Salva. Prosidont Estella made no 
resistance. Ho wasaccompauiod from h;s 
residence by tho British consul to tho 
French consulate. 

CANADA. 

IIalii'ax-, Oct. 20. —Tho schr Thistle 
has arrived hero from Fortune Bay, New- 
foundland, and re])orts that on the 20th 
inst., the schooner .Anaapolis, produce la- 
ded, drove into the bay on beam euds. 
I'he bodies of several man Were -found 
lashed to the rigging, and no doubt all 
hands wore loat. 

Ottawa, Out. 20.— Advices from Goiu- 
missionor McLood, Cypress Hill, announ- 
ces the arrivnl there of 100 men, mount(!d 
police force, and two guns, Thoy winter 
at Cypress Hill Fort, and a similar force 
will be stationed at Fort MoLeod, in view 
of the movements of the American Sioux. 
\ largo number of Indians have already 
congregated in the neighborhood of both 
forts.
